Mr. Warren, seeing 
the tcrriblo nbjeel rushing down upon him, 
icarifig up trees nnd fences on iu nnwarj 
C0Urs3 fl and bussing like a ihoimud Imrnefa 
nests combined, called upon his wifo nnd 
children instantly to acco:np;uiy him lo the 
ccllnr, and suiting tho nciton to tho word, 
seized two of tho children and leaped down 
ilicsmirwny.

A gonllo- 
mnn who saw il thoro, describes Ilm rcsoio- 
driing on olcpKanl'a trunk, awlugiqi lazily 
but powerfully nboul, crushihg all* in its 
ivny nnd hurling boards nnd trees- into tho 
atr like playthings. Swinging about in Mr. 
HudU)itg*& gardens, il crashed ovor iho fence, 
swnpt up lo tho houfiOj n lnrgo and boauliful 
mansion, and swept so closo by its front u 
to toar u]i ono or two of iho shingles on the 
edgoof tho roof; but it wm merciful, ond
